DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on 05 February 2004, in 
which claims 1-3 and 6 were amended and claims 11-16 were added, and the 
amendment filed on 15 April 2004, in which claim 12 was amended and claim 17 was 
added. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference character(s) mentioned in the 
description: straight continuous stabilizer 30. Corrected drawing sheets are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement 
sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 

1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal 
phraseology, including the term "said". Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

4. The disclosure is objected to because it does not contain headings. The 
following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use.

Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be 
submitted on compact discs.) or

Claim Objections 

5. Claims 1, 2, 4, 5, 9-13, and 17 are objected to because of several informalities. 
The examiner has included a copy of the claims that is marked-up with red ink In order 
to help the applicant in amending the claims. Appropriate correction is required. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

6. The following Is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as falling to comply 
with the written description requirement. The clalm(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described In the specification In such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the Inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed Invention. Specifically, the "stop face element" was not 
included In the drawings or specification, as originally filed. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1 -1 2 and 14-17 are allowed. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the allowable subject matter is the positive covering between the locking 
elements and catches in a released end position. The Sheppard et al. reference 
discloses all of the features of the independent claims, except the positive covering in a 
released end position. 

Response to Arguments 

1 0. The applicant's arguments filed 05 February 2004, with respect to the positive 
covering between the locking elements and the catches in a released end position have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The prior art rejection of claim 1 has been 
withdrawn.
